Washington. April 27.— Huerta has 
consented

statement was made a* the Spanish 
embassy, which has been designated 
by Huerta to represent him in Wash­ 
ington. 
Senor Reano, the Spanish ambassy, 
dor, says that his advices are not of­ 
ficial, but that he received word from 
Mexico City of Huerta's decision, 
This means that ail hostilities be­ 
tween tis0 United States and Huerta 
will cease, at least pending the media­ 
tion 
proceedings. 
So 
far as 
was 
learned no word has been received 
from Carranza, blit there is no d >ubt 
in Washington that he will be forced 
new through public sentiment in Mex­ 
ico to become a party to the media* 
tion. 
T h ° acceptance of the offer of tile 
South American republics to mediate 
does not mean that the entire1 Mexi­ 
can problem will be solved, 
it does 
mean. however, that a crisis has been 
averted and that the chances are very 
much in favor of some development 
which will prevent a renewal of hos­ 
tilities into which thefl nited States 
has been forced. 


Admiral Fletcher Decides Upon 


Drastic Adion. 


Relief at Washington. 


There is nothing in the mediation 
proposal as submitted to Huerta which 
indicates the conditions imposed by 
President Wilson. 
These conditions 
are that Huerta be eliminated and 
that a constitutional government in 
Mexico be restored. 
When it comes 
to the working out of these funda­ 
mental problems in the .Mexican sit­ 
uation there may be insurmountable 
difficulties, but all Washington drew 
a deep breath of relief when the news 
carne from the Spanish embassy that 
temporary suspension of trouble was 
assured. 
If Huerta finally accepts the condi­ 
tions imposed by President Wilson 
and consents to his own elimination 
and the establishment of a constitu­ 
tional government he w ill be reversing 
himself on his previous defiant stand 
toward these demands. 
When the formal acceptance from 
Mexico City is in hand the South 
American diplomats will be ready to 
proceed with their plan, no intimation 
of the nature of which has yet been 
given. It has been understood general­ 
ly here, however, that the peace en­ 
voys expect to deal directly with the 
situation created by the resentment 
by 
the 
United 
States 
government 
against the Tampico incident and oth­ 
er offenses against its honor and dig­ 
nity, hoping to bring about a peace­ 
ful settlement. 


W ill Release Refugees. 


According to information conveyed 
to 
Secretary 
Bryan 
by 
Sir 
Cecil 
Spring Rice, the British ambassador, 
who has been using his good offices 
through Sir Lionel Carden at Mexico 
City, General Huerta will release all 
American refugees detained in that 
capital or other points. 
Secretary 
Bryan 
said 
that 
this 
course was decided upon by Huerta 
after his misunderstanding of the at­ 
titude of Americans at Vera Cruz had 
been rectified and the impression the 
Americans were holding noncombat­ 
ants corrected. 
Huerta’s 
position 
in 
the 
matter 
served 
to 
clarify 
the 
atmosphere 
somewhat, but other stories of out­ 
rages are coming iii to disturb the 
calm which settled over official Wash­ 
ington after the first statement was 
mane. 
All foreign diplomats here and in 
Mexico, particularly the British and 
German representatives, are doing ev­ 
erything possible to aid in getting 
American refugees to safety and sev­ 
eral British and German ships have 
been placed at the disposal of this 
government for that purpose. 
Admiral 
Fletcher’s 
declaration of 
martial law at Vera Cruz is approved 
by officials here, who realize his ditfi- 
culties with housetop sharpshooters 
and concealed enemies. 


No Further Aggression.

. termined that there should be no more

this port will live and be judged by 
military law. 
The word has gone 
forth that disorder and unruliness in 
any form shall receive swift and se­ 
vere punishment 
This proclamation makes Rear Ad­ 
miral Fletcher absolute ruler ashore, 
and it is generally agreed that he 
will use this power with stoical re­ 
gard for all, to the end that order 
shall be maintained. 
It is expected that tho martial law 
proclamation will have another effect 
—that of opening the way for more of 
the city and federal employes to re­ 
turn to their posts aud co-operate in 
restoring the local government func­ 
tions. 
Mexicans point out that these 
men now will be in a position to ex­ 
plain to their friends and the exist­ 
ing government at the capital tiiat 
under martial law they felt obliged to 
return to their work. 


Arms Being Turned in. 


An order that all arms be turned in 
brought to the headquarters of the 
provost marshal bushels of small arms 
and stacks of rifles which had not 
been discovered by the provost guard 
on previous searches and at the con 
sulate a huge quantity of guns of all 
makes and sizes was stacked up. 
The city is quiet in all quarters and 
if there was even a single sniper in 
action the fact was not reported to 
division 
headquarters.

was, 
therefore, no occasion for the patrols 
to carry out the order issued by Rear 
Admiral Fletcher for summary action 
against those who had been sharp­ 
shooting from the housetops.

Public Schools W ill Open. 


Robert Diaz, the mayor of Vera 
Cruz, is among those who have agreed 
to reopen their offices and it has l>een 
arranged 
that 
the 
public 
schools, 
which were in session when the fight­ 
ing began, shall be reopened. 
The efforts of Rear Admiral Fletch­ 
er, 
supplemented 
by those of the 
British commander, Rear Admiral Si: 
Christopher Cradoek, and the French 
and German consuls and private citi­ 
zens, to bring about the departure 
from the interior of all foreigners who 
wish to leave, are being continued en­ 
ergetically, but the hope of getting 
out more than a small part of those 
left is diminishing hourly. 
General Maas of the federals has 
established his headquarters at Sole­ 
dad, about sixteen miles from Vera 
Cruz, and his men are tearing up the 
railroad tracks. The gap between Te- 
jera, the water supply station, which

Denver mint, but instead of that it was 
mined awny out in Nevada.

state because it had been ‘high grad . 
ed.’ 
W e can tell where gold is pro J 
duoed by what it contains and by its 
color. 
I can tell the difference in gold 
produced on different sides of a moun­ 
tain In Washington by reason of Its j 
color. 
Some gold contains a larger. 
lier cent of silver than other kinds.” 
"nigh grading” is a pleasant term iii j 
the mining country for stealing. 
It 
really means that where ore is of a 
high grade it is easy to pick off chunks 
of it, and when a quantity is accumu­ 
lated It can lie reduced and minted. 


John Garner’* Long Reign. 
It is doubtful whether any man ever 
presided longer as chairman of the 
committee of the whole than John G ar­ 
ner of Texas. 
Ile was selected to pre­ 
side during the consideration of the leg­ 
islative, executive and judicial appro 
printion hill, and that measure was be­ 
fore the house longer than any other 
appropriation measure this session. 
It 
took almost ns long to pass the tariff 
bill.

LONG ILLNESS FATAL 
TO JUDGE HODGSON 


Minnesota Civil War Veteran and 


Jurist Passes Away.

27.— Judge 
W illiam Hodgson of the First judicial 
district died here at the Hutto hos­ 
pital, following a year’s illness due 
to a fall. 
He underwent an operation 
last Tuesday. 
Judge Hodgson

sota cavalry, and served until the 
close of the war.

iu Red Wing, Minn. 
He located in 
Hastings shortly afterward and prac­ 
ticed his profession there for more 
than forty years, being associated at 
different times with men prominent 
iii the legal profession, among them 
the late Judge 
Seagrave Smith of 
Minneapolis. 
He was county attorney 
of Dakota county for fourteen years. 
He was appointed judge of the First 
district in 1010, following the death 
of Judge F. M, Crosby, and in 1912 
was elected for a six-year term with­ 
out opposition. 
He had been mayor of Hastings, and 
for many years was commander of 
Feller post. G. md Army of the Re­ 
public. 
He was prominent in Repub­ 
lican politics in the earlier years of 
his lite. 
He was a member of the 
Masonic order.
